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Residents praise pians for new recreation center

Now that the i^esidents of Romulus know they’re get¬ 
ting a recreation center, it’s just a matter of deciding 
what goes in it 

Last Tuesday the community had an opportunity to 
voice their opinion at a public workshop. Anyone, 
young or old, who wanted to had a chance to express 
what they might like to see in the new facility was invit¬ 
ed to speak to city ofiScials about the new center. 

“If we’re going to do it let’s do it right” was the motif 
that strung together all of the participants’ comments. 
The bottom line, however, was excitement 

Comments such as: “It’s about time” and “It’s long 
overdue,” were repeated throughout the evening. 

Many residents said they were unhappy they have to 


go outside of the community and buy memberships at 
other recreation centers in places like Southgate, 
Wayne or Canton Township. 

Several speakers wanted to see something compara¬ 
ble—if not better—right in their own back yard. 

“I’m glad we’re looking at something like this in 
Romulus because I’m tired of having to drive to other 
places,” said Tom Roger, a Romulus resident who is a 
member at Lifetime Fitness in Canton and the 
Southgate Recreation Center 

The conceptual plans already call for a fitnessAveight 
training area, an aquatics area with lap and leisure 
pools, meeting rooms and a banquet facility and basket¬ 
ball courts. An ice-skating rink with warming stations in 
colder months and in-line skating in warmer months. 
Little League baseball fields along with a concession 
stand were the initial plans for the outdoor area 

Suggestions from the audience included some new 


ideas such as game rooms for cards, bingo and billiards, 
an indoor running/walking track, a steam room or 
sauna, Jacuzzis, daycare programs, family locker rooms, 
indoor tennis courts, miniature golf, racquetball courts 
and a fitness shop. 

One parent expressed the need to offer healthier 
food choices to children at the concession area There 
was a repeated request for daycare during the hours of 
operation as well as a banquet room facility, too. Many 
also expressed the need for more programs for seniors 
and the physically challenged. 

Others were concerned that their children, now, have 
to look outside of the community to find sport leagues. 
Several others supported this and su^ested that there 
be an area for soccer, football and baseball. 

“We have a lot of kids in the community that are play-

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Art smart 

Community connection is 
goal of middle school teacher

Being the only art teacher at 
South Middle School is a big job 
in itself, but Brie Stosick has even 
bi^er ideas. 

Art that builds community is a 
program she has embraced in an 
attempt to bring art out of the 
classroom and into the area 

Stosick said the small idea has 
grown into a larger foundation of 
providing a launching pad for 
community connection and better 
thinking skills. 

“We want people to know that 
a community of art exits here at 
the school,” she said. “Art means 
belonging to a bigger community 
because of the way we think and 
process art It’s unfortunate that 
we don’t have more manpower for 
the program because we could be 
doing so much more.” 

But what they are doing—inte¬ 
grating art into core subjects 
while getting the community 
involved—seems to be a work in 
progress. The program advances 
along with technology, she said. 

“We may not be able to fly 
everyone to Russia, or have a 
famous artist come to us, so we do 
the things that technology allows 
us to do. The Internet has been a 
great resource in reaching the 


community beyond our city and 
even our country,” said Stosick. “It 
gives the students the opportunity 
to be globally aware and cultural¬ 
ly savvy. It is similar to the process 
of integrating with, let’s say, a 
social studies teacher who is 
teaching about Asia Students not 
only grasp the material in social 
studies or art more effectively, but 
also the climate, both political 
and functional that art gets creat¬ 
ed around.” 

Stosick said the art program 
increases students’ ability to 
grasp concepts because they have 
the opportunity to stretch their 
thinking skills: how they think, 
create and connect information. 

One example, she said, is 
advanced art student Austin 
Brady who plans to do a docu¬ 
mentary on Gallery 555 in Detroit 

“He has benefited from his 
involvement in art in many ways. 
He’s been inspired and inspiring 
to his art teacher, as well as his 
friends and family,” said Brady’s 
mother, Mary Thomas. “Not only 
has he gained self-confidence and 
a feeling of achievement, but a 
sense of community too. In pro¬ 
ducing a documentary on the 
artists of 555 studio, he has also 
learned the rewards that come 
from being an artist I feel art has 
done wonderful things for him.”

“A work of art can be so reveal¬ 
ing to the process of a student’s 
growing sense of identity, but I 
think even beyond that, it is so 
meaningful to how that fits into 
the large picture of where stu¬ 
dents fit in the society,” added 
Stosick. “It is of course always 
changing and always being modi¬ 
fied based on the individualiza¬ 
tion allowed through the natural 
role art provides for self-expres- 
sioa” 

Overall student response on 
the South Middle School art pro¬ 
gram is overwhelming: 

“She does things in class that 
we wouldn’t nomially be able to 
do like animal drawings, letter 
initial projects, things like thaf” 
said Scorpio Thompsoa 

“Ms. Stosick makes every art 
project unique and different. I 
definitely plan on moving on with 
art,” said Brianna Kilyanek. 

Stosick said that a strong art 
program is measured by the 
response. 

“Whenever my students’ work

is seen in the community, the 
feedback has been extremely pos¬ 
itive,” she said. “We have an enor¬ 
mous responsibility and venue to 
reach out through the visual fine 
arts to other subject areas and 


enhance the students’ under¬ 
standing of the interrelatedness of 
these areas. Art does that for my 
students. We are making real 
world connections to their future 
here.”

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Fire department initiates new programs for seniors

The Romulus Fire Department recently started three 
new programs for homeowners and senior citizens. 

They are offering a limited number of free smoke 
detectors to eligible homeowners as part of the Fire 
Prevention and Education Program. 

“We are tai^geting this program to low-income fami¬ 
lies and senior citizens in Romulus who need smoke 
detectors but may not be able to afford them,” said 
Mayor Alan Lambert 

The smoke detectors have a 10-year lithium battery so 
residents don’t have to worry about changing batteries. 


“Most smoke detectors have a life of approximately 10 
years,” Fire Chief David Allison said. “It’s very impor¬ 
tant for residents to keep their smoke detectors in work¬ 
ing order” 

In nearly 80 percent of all serious house fires, a non¬ 
working smoke detector is present, Allison said. That 
means the smoke detector was either disconnected on 
purpose or the owner forgot to change the battery. 

Residents who wish to apply for the free smoke detec¬ 
tor can pick up an apphcation at Fire Station No. 4 locat¬ 
ed at 28777 Eureka, The Romulus Senior Center at 
36515 Bibbins or Lambert’s office located at 11111 
Wayne Road. 

The fire department has also started the “File of Life” 


program for Romulus senior citizens. 

The “File of Life” is a red magnetic envelope placed 
on the refrigerator The envelope can be used to hold 
important medical information about the senior citizen 
(s) who live in the house. 

Allison said the program could be very useful in 
medical emergencies. 

The “File of Life” can be purchased for $1. For more 
information on the program call the Romulus Senior 
Center at (734) 955-4120 or the Romulus Fire 
Department at (734) 941-8585. 

Low-income senior citizens can also qualify for a car¬ 
bon-monoxide monitor. Forms are available at the 
senior center or Fire Station No. 4

Parents question schools 
alternative learning program

Concerned parents in the Van 
Buren Public School district 
spoke out during a recent school 
board meeting scheduled to dis¬ 
cuss a possible alternative educa¬ 
tion facility. 

Their concern was the closure 
of Elwell Elementary School to 
house the program. 

“You can’t but expect that from 
people who love their school,” 
said Paul Henning, spokesperson 
for the district 

Even so, school officials said 
that the need for Belleville to 
have an alternative education 
program is there. The district cur¬ 
rently sends about 1(X) students to 
a similar program in Romulus. 

“Even though we send that 
many students now to Romulus, 
we still have the need for more 
spots. We have more students 
than that to service for the pro¬ 
gram,” said Henning. “We have 
the numbers to support our own 
program and this way we would 
also be able to broaden it on our 
own. The students would defi¬ 
nitely benefit in our program, 
because it would be local.” 

“Both Kevin Kelly and 
Superintendent Pete Lazaroff, as 
well as other teachers in the dis¬ 
trict, have been involved with the 
program elsewhere, so we do 
have the knowledge base within 
the district,” Henning added. “Mr. 


Lazaroff had a program in Bay 
City, his previous Job, which is 
why we could start our own quali¬ 
fy program here.” 

But with continuing financial 
Struves, the question becomes: 
will the district be able to afford 
the program? Administrators 
said they feel confident that if 
they start their own, they will 
have enou^ resources to have a 
high qualify program by the 2005- 
2006 school year Nick Armelagos, 
director of business, said that 
once school officials finalize the 
location of the program, the 
financial information would fol¬ 
low. 

“This (alternative education 
program) would not be a money¬ 
making issue, it’s a need-based 
issue,” added Henning 

The Romulus alternative pro¬ 
gram educates about 200 students 
per year Of those students, about 
half live in other districts and 
attend the program through the 
statewide Schools of Choice ini¬ 
tiative. A large number of those 
students are from the Van Buren 
district, according to Romulus 
Schools Superintendent Joel 
ClaiT. 

If the Van Buren plan moves 
forward, it could cut into 
Romulus Community Schools 
bottom line because the state 
foundation grant - the amount of 
money a district gets from the 
state to educate a child - follows 
the student

Pfiester 

“(Alpha president) Alan Lutes is not 
opposed to trying new thin^ He’s on the 
cutting edge, so to speak,” said F*fiester.

ing elsewhere that probably should be 
playing here,” said Jerome FVayer. “I 
think, provided with the right equipment 
and right facility, we can get those kids 
back” 

Many residents said it would be better 
to offer an area for inline skating, skate¬ 
boarding and BMX bikes rather than the 
expensive upkeep of an ice rink 

Although nothing was decided last 


week city officials and the architects of 
the program were able to get a good 
sense of what the public is looking for in 
the new complex. 

“When you look at it, you always have 
to look outside of the box when you’re 
looking at a facility and what else it will 
be used for,” said Jim Pengelli from JRV 
Management, a recreation management 
facility, who moderated the workshop. 

The complex will contain somewhere 
between 60,(X)0 and 80,000 square feet at 
the comer of Wayne and Northline roads. 

The best part about the project is that 
it won’t cost the residents money to build. 


Mayor Alan Lambert said that, by utiliz¬ 
ing the TIFA, Tax Increment Financial 
Authorify, the people of Romulus would 
be able to enjoy the new recreation cen¬ 
ter with no increase in taxes. 

The next step is to package all the 
information from the meeting and from 
more than 20(X) surveys that were filled 
out by several groups around the city and 
analyze the costs involved, according to 
Tim Keyes, the economic development 
director for Romulus 

“This really exciting for the City of 
Romulus,” he said. ‘This is something 
that this community needed and it will 


be bigger and better than anyone had 
anticipated.”

Visteon Village in Van Buren 
Tbwnship may have opened last 
year, but construction continues 
to bring more amenities for both 
employees and visitors. 

Soon, the corporate head¬ 
quarters will be complete, with a 
“Main Streef ’ which will include 
a beauty salon, a convenience 
store, a restaui'ant and a fitness 
center 

Pedestrian sidewalks, walk¬ 
ways, benches and trees will also 
line Main Street, giving the vil¬ 
lage an urban-loft like feel, 
according to the organization. 
One Village Center is located in 
the middle of the village and 
overlooks a 37-acre lake. It will 
also have a boardwalk and 
nature trails. 

According to Melinda 
Czarnecki, Visteon corporate 
communications specialist, the 
amenities will open in stages 
starting with the fitness center 
on April 11. 

“We’re still working on areas 
and planning the amenities. 
After the fitness center, the con¬ 
venience store will be next,” she 
said. 

Visteon also wanted to keep 
the environment in mind, they 
said, which is why they incorpo¬ 
rated a 37-acre man-made lake, 
which will not only be used as an 
attraction, but also as the vil¬ 


lage’s cooling system. Adding to 
the effect, nature trials, wetland 
areas and 5,000 trees were added 
to the area. 

Czarnecki said there is no 
estimate as to when the salon 
and restaurant will be complete, 
but she did say the nature trails 
are nearly done. 

One feature already in opera¬ 
tion a Dearborn Federal Credit 
Union (DFCU) branch.

No time for secrets 

The Michigan legislature will soon take steps to cast more light on 
some mysterious expenses everyone has to pay. 

The legislature will visit or revisit two issues when they return 
fix)m spring break next week the dramatic increase in fees associated 
with the Michigan Catastrophic Claims - fees charged to every 
insured driver to cover the cost of claims that exceed $250,000 - and 
the rates imposed by the Detroit Water and Sewerage Department 
(DWSD). 

The issues are drastically different but they contain a few similari¬ 
ties, most notably that nobody can figure out exactly how they are set 
The legislature hopes to solve those mysteries and change the way 
their respective boards are made up to ensure that regular folks like 
us have a say, albeit most likely a minor one, in the way the rates we 
pay are determined. 

How successful they'll be is another questioa State Sea Laura Toy 
(R-Livonia) attempted to get more answers from the DWSD in legisla¬ 
tion she sponsored about two years ago. That legislation made it 
throu^ both houses but was eventually vetoed by the governor. She’s 
essentially re-introducing the l^slation, with a few minor modifica¬ 
tions, which would create a suburban water authority and gain subur¬ 
ban customers a voice on the board. 

The insurance issue will be just as complicated and probably 
fought by the insurance industry. State Rep. Glenn Anderson (D- 
Westland) is one of the legislators behind the push to expand the 
MCCA, which is currently made up of only five people - all insurance 
company executives. 

These things are both important because they have the potential to 
impact the wallet of each and every one of us. Providing more public 
input - and public scrutiny - to these processes is a natural thing, or at 
least it seems so to us. Let’s face it, nothing irritates the general public 
more than increased fees that seem to be arbitrarily thrown our way. 
If there’s a reason for these dramatic increases, let’s see it It will help 
keep us from getting too angry and make the entire process better for 
all concerned 

If there’s not, well.. 

The Michigan Press Association (MPA) sponsored something 
recently called ‘Sunshine Week’ designed to pressure government to 
shed more li^t on its processes. These pieces of legislation will be a 
good start 

Not so obsolete, after all 

L^slation introduced last month to amend Public Act 146 of2000, 
the Obsolete Property Rehabilitation Act, is a step in the ri^t direc- 
tioa 

Introduced by State Rep. Jeff Mayes (D-Bay City) it essentially 
opens the door for developers who want to expand and refurbish old, 
existing - Le. ‘obsolete’ - b uilding s to receive the same type of tax cred¬ 
its for which new developments are eligible. There are requirements, 
of course, and they would have to conform to a similar formula new 
companies must adhere to when they request their tax abatements. 

The amendments expand the types of facilities that fall under PA 
146, allowing for developers who ant to take an existing building - be it 
commercial or residential - and add to it 

At a time when many municipalities are looking in instead of out 
this makes perfect sense. It can give municipal leaders another tool 
with which to attract redevelopment in aging downtowns, which could 
be invaluable as many communities - like Wayne, Westland, even 
Plymouth - are looking to attract more residential developments in a 
relatively landlocked area

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City wheels grind slowly 


I have to admit, there are 
things about municipal govern¬ 
ment that will always make me 
scratch my head. 

I will probably never under¬ 
stand why one project takes 
longer than another, why some 
things are quickly approved and 
others take months to go through 
the process - where the informa¬ 
tion to even make a decision can 
be hard to come by. 

Most recently, it was a propos¬ 
al from the Wayne 2020 
Committee to bring decorative 
white streetlights and some trees 
to some areas in the downtowa It 
was something identified more 
than a year ago during the initial 
‘Cool Cities’ brainstorming ses¬ 
sion - by virtually every subgroup 
that sat down at the meeting 
It seemed like a simple pro¬ 
ject, even back then, a subtle 
thing the city could take on to 
change the ambience of a rela¬ 
tively harsh-looking environment 
A year later, the committee is 
just finding out that it’s “cost-pro¬ 
hibitive.” 

I was a bit skeptical of that to 


be honest with you. I know they 
put the lights up in other down¬ 
town areas - Plymouth comes 
quickly to mind, and their 
Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) doesn’t have any¬ 
where near the money Wayne 
does, with one of the largest auto¬ 
motive plants in the nation within 
its boundaries. The DDA would 
be the most likely funding source 
because it’s essentially set up to 
use increases in taxable value to 
pixivide improvements within the 
districL which therefore further 
increases that value. 

In any case, I couldn’t see any 
reason why it would take that 
long to get an answer. 

It’s true that it is a new com¬ 
mittee, having just completed 
their first year in action, and 
there have been some growing 
pains along the way as both they 
and the city administration have 
tried to determine what their role 
is as regards to promoting the 
improvements that both sides say 
they want to make. 

If s also true thaf with staffing 
reduced to a tight budget every¬ 


one in the 
city is work¬ 
ing harder, 
covering more territory, with 
more responsibilities. 

But still, a year? 

Members of the committee 
didn’t take such a blanket 
response as something carved in 
cement, though. They wanted to 
know how many trees the cost 
estimate covered, if there was a 
way to reduce the scope: how 
many trees can we afford? Can 
we afford one tree? Is there a dif¬ 
ferent type of light that wouldn’t 
cost as much and so oa 

Who knows, maybe this issue 
will resurface and maybe some 
day we will see some soft white 
lights dispel some of the shadows 
along downtown streets. The 
committee may have to pass on 
that for the time being, though, 
given their push to bring an 
urban design studio to town and a 
plan to bring public outdoor 
murals to the city. 

I just hope it doesn’t take as 
long to get some background on 
their next ideas. 



Anybody know how to use a siphon?

On my 
way up to Central Michigan to 
visit a friend last weekend, the 
prices went from $2.13, to $2.17 
all the way to $2.25.

Last time I 
checked, unleaded was about $3

In Miss Congemality 2: Armed and Fabulous, many of the 
characters from the first movie are back—but that doesn’t 
mean you’ll necessarily like the way theyVe developed. 

Take FBI agent Grade Hart (Sandra Bullock), for 
instance. As an unintended consequence of her participa¬ 
tion in a national beauty pageant, Hart’s face is now 
instantly recognizable by the public, which prevents her 
from participating in the undercover investigative work 
she loves. 

Ifrustrated and unhappy. Hart gets two options fixim her 
boss; harness her fame and popularity to help the bureau 
improve it’s image or get used to a career that is behind 
the scenes and chained to a desk. Faced with those 
options. Hart leaps into the role of figurehead with a 
vengeance. Gone is the special agent who clomped around 
in high heels with as much grace as a 2-year-old in her 
mother’s shoes while threatening to hit anyone who steps 
out of line In her place stands “FBI Barbie”—^her appear¬ 
ance is immaculate, her manners perfect, and her foot-in¬ 
mouth syndrome cured. Though superficially perky and 
friendly. Hart now looks like one of the lost Stepford 
Wives—^fake, plastic, and vaguely creepy. At this point, any 
hopes that the movie will bring back the spunky—if social¬ 
ly clueless—^heroine of the first film begins to die a painful 
death. 

And on it goes—a nonstop whirl of activity designed to 
hi^ight how well Hart has taken to her new role. Ifrom 
television visits with Regis Philbin to a highly successful 
book chronicling her adventures during the pageant, 
everything seems to be working out for Hart until two of 
her friends—pageant winner Cheryl Frazier (Heather 


Burns) and pageant emcee Stan 
Fields (William Shatner)—are kid¬ 
napped. Hart is sent to the scene to act 
as the public relations liaison on the 
high profile case, and the local FBI 
supervisor (Treat Williams) is determined 
to make sure that she does nothing more. As 
far as he’s concerned, freal’ agents will solve 
the case and she should keep her nose 
where it belongs—out of his jurisdictioa 
lb add to her problems. Special Agent 
Sam Riller (Regina King) is assigned to 
protect her fixim her adoring public. A 
strong woman with anger management 
issues and a tenuous grip on employ¬ 
ment, Riller needs to keep Hart safe if 
she wants to keep her job—but that 
doesn’t mean she can’t despise every¬ 
thing the figurehead stands for. And for 
Hart, Riller is—big surprise here— strong 
reminder of her own past, since she pos¬ 
sesses many of the quirks and rough edges 
that Hart herself had to file down in order 
become the face of the FBI—quirks she tends to 
miss. 

There is more to Hart than mascara and hair- 
spray, however, and years of training convince her 
that the search is headed in the wrong direction. 
Convincing everyone else is the hard part 

In the end, the film could be a flin night out—as 
as you don’t expect a variation on the first Miss 

CongeniaMty movie. It offers 
a fair number of laughs, but 
its darker tone and more 
cutting humor make it less, 
well, congenial. Or, for that 
matter, original.

forever. The IRS has rules that dictate 
when and how much you must withdraw 
from your retirement accounts. The 
amount you must withdraw each year is 


called your required minimum 
distribution (RMD). 

You can withdraw more than the 
required minimum distribution from your 
retirement accounts, but if you fail to take 
at least the required minimum on time, 
you face a severe 50% penalty. 

These rules apply to traditional IRAs 
and qualified retirement plans, such as 
Keoghs, 401 (k)s, SEPs, and SIMPLE 
plans. They also apply to 403(b)s, 457 
plans, and qualified annuity plans. The 
rules do not apply to Roth IRAs during the 
owner's lifetime. 

In most cases, you must begin 
withdrawing money from your retirement 
accounts as follows:

Is it safe to have a 


wireless network in my 
home or at my business?" 

Great question. Wireless 
networks can be just as secure and 
run just as fast if not faster then wired 
networks to a certain extent. 

They are cheap to deploy, easy to setup, and if you're not worried 
about broadcasting your wireless signal all over your neighborhood, 
wireless networks can be an out of the box solution in most cases. 
However, broadcasting your wireless signal sets you up to be the 
person or company we all see on the news as being investigated for the 
latest virus that was released and caused millions of dollars in damage. 
Is that extreme and the odds of it happening to you low, sure, but make 
no mistake In thinking it couldnl or doesn't happen. What is more 
common though is that your neighbor, whose machine is loaded with 
viruses and worms, is sharing you connection and infecting all 
machines on your network, costing you dollars and downtime. 

Most wireless devices utilize WEP (Wireless Encryption Privacy) 
which offers 128 bit encryption. 

This provides initial security via secure authentication, but there are 
ways around that. Tools available via the Internet allow some wireless 
systems to be cracked and used for illegitimate use such as free 
internet access or a potential attack on a different network launched 
from the host's network. IVe seen compromised systems being used as 
application servers serving up everything from spam to illicit material 
and the owner be none the wiser until we came over and gave them a 
free consultation and discovered the issue. Because of such tools, 
broadcasting past the walls of your building or home is not 
recommended, and the only way to prevent this is by Implementing a 
RADIUS encryption server. For a company this would be the best 
solution, but for a home owner it can be expensive but by following the 
below guidelines you are much less likely to be the victim 

Limit your wireless device to allow access by authorized MAC 
address only. Even though this still isnt 100% secure since misguided 
individuals can spoof MAC address, its better then not doing it. 

• Limit available amount of DHCP address to hand out. This will allow 
you to see if someone is attached to your network and give you the 
ability to react. 

• Make sure you set up WEP and write the number down and put it 
someplace safe! This is a must and should be made mandatory on all 
wireless devices. 

• DO NOT BROADCAST YOUR SSIDII! If they have your SSID they 
half way own you. 

• 

To answer your question, yes they can be a safe but it takes a 
professional to make them safe secure and bulletproof.

Bonds can satisfy a variety of 
investment needs, for instance, 
providing additional Income and 
diversification in your portfolio. 

But do you know what you are 
buying when you purchase a bond 
or a bond mutual fijnd? 

Governments and corporations 
must raise money to expand or to finance particular projects. 
These organizations sell bonds as a method of borrowing money. 
When you invest in a bond, you are lending money to its issuer. 
The bond is issued for a fixed period of time (maturity date) that 
can range from 13 weeks to 30 years. The issuer will make fixed- 
interest payments to you over the life of the bond, and will pay you 
the face value of the bond when it matures. 

There are several types of bonds on the market. The most 
common are as follows: 

U.S. Treasury bonds The federal government sells 
bonds to finance its debt They are backed by the “full faith and 
credit” of the U.S. government and are therefore regarded as the 
most conservative investments available. 

Municipal bonds State and local governments might 
use the funds for the construction of schools, roads, 
and land conservation. The interest from municipal 
bonds is usually exempt from federal and state income 
tax. This tax-free status should be taken into 
consideration when comparing municipals to taxable 
investments. 

GSE Government-sponsored enterprise securities are 
sold by government agencies like Fannie Mae, Freddie 
Mac, and Ginnie Mae. This money is used to fund loans 
for special borrowers such as farmers, homebuyers, 
and students. 

Corporate bonds companies often need money to 
build or improve facilities, pay off old debt, to acquire 
other firms, or for other expansion purposes. Interest 
from corporate bonds is taxable at the state and federal 
levels. Corporate bonds usually pay higher interest 
rates than government bonds because there is a 
chance that the company could default on the bond. 
High-yield bonds, also called junk bonds, are corporate 
bonds that are Issued by companies with below- 
investment-grade credit ratings.
